Locatlon of Furnace.—1'pon the loeation
of tha furnace the succonaful heating of the
house often depends, and it In a matter that
requires careful conslderation As n gen-
ornl rule, the furnaoe should be lecatsd in
the baspment, near the middle of the space
accupled by the regleters, and a ilttle nearer
the side from which the prevalling winda
oame in winter. The tendency, In hot-alr
henting, when the wind Is blowing strong
in severely ¢old weather, 1a for the rooms on
the further side of the houme from the wind
ta he overheated, and for those against the
wind te be poorly heated, the registers on
the windward side dellvering scarcely any
hot atr.

Therefore, to eounteract this tendency,
the furnace should nlways be piaced n few
foet toward the windward mide of the build.
Ing, provided this does not make the plpes
leading to the general, or family, lving-
roomA longer than the others, Tha height
of the hasement should be such that the
leadern, or horlzontal hot-alr pipea below
the bisement colling, may have a pitch of

Locution of Btacks and Registers —To
inwura the best results, tha Jocation of fur-
nace, stackn and registers ahould be plan-
ned aut before the work of construction be-
ginn, for while the bullding need not be
planned to suit the henting apparatus, it
almost alwaya happens that the setting of
the partitions, swinging of doors, and pliacs
ing of studs and Jolste ean be arranged so
as to faver the placing of stacks and regis-
tern without seriously affecting any desired
arrangement of the plan. Thin ¢an be done
much better on the plans than after the
hoube I started. It Is generally conceded
that the hot-nir stacks should be pinced In
the partitions and as near to the furnace ns
practicabile, and that all horizontal branches
should be as short as possible. The regin-
ters should be placed as near the stack ns
pounible ; they should not be placed near the
windows, nor where the doora will swing
over or agninst them. nor In the floor near
AR open fireplnce.

Whether the register shall bs placed In
tha floor or in a partition I8 & matter that
should be decided by the owner. The clreu-
Iatlon from & wall register Is not as good
Iatlon from a wall regiater In not an
Kood #s from one placed In the floor
Floor registers ¢atch much dirt, and many
owners object to having thelr carpets cut,
The author belleves that It Is better to have
the registers placed in the wall ‘The In-
clined baseboard registers smould he uped
Instend of foor registers wherever possible
Convex registers are to be preferred for
walls, an they deliver more alr than do the
ordinary fiat registers. Tt sometimes hap-
pena that the stacks must be put In mn out-
nide wall.

U. §. ZIONISTS SPLIT;
TWO FACTIONS BOLT

Mizrachi and Poale Zion Leave
Convention After Com-
mittee Fight

BALTIMORE, Md., June 20.—The Zlon-
Ist movement In Amerlon, leaders say. i
facing the most eritical situation In Ite
history, Unless harmony In obtained within
the next twenty-four hours the efforts of
the leaders to bring together the three fac-
tions that constitute the movemant In
Amerlea will have falled and at least an-
other year will have to elapss bofore n
pimilar attompt ean be mada.

The split came late yesterday afternoon,
when tha Mizrachl, those representing the
Orthodonx Jews, and the Poale Zion, those
representing the Socinllst eloment. left the
convention na n protest againsat the allotment
munde for them In the natlonal administra-
tive committes, They demanded that the
administrative committes, which will have
entlre eontrol of the movement, shall In-
clude among Its five membera ono from
ench of the thres factions, the Federation
of American Zionims, the Poale Zlonists
nnd the Mizrachl. Thia was denled them,
and they walked out in protest.

Rather than continue the seasion, Dr.
Stophen Wise, the chulrman, declared the
meoting ndjourned and made a statement In
which he expressed tho hope that the two
tactions will ealm down and return in the
evening, ‘The "holtars”™ mel In secrat ses-
glon In another part of the regular convens
tlon hall during the evening.

Barlier in the day an animated dlscus-
slon took place over the fAnanclal accounts
of tha provisional committee. Miss Emily
Solls Cohen, of FPhiladelphia, who led the
dlscussion, maintained that the Jewish pub-
e Is not suficlently informed how the
money ls distributed. Jacob De Haas, sec-
retary of the committee, declared that a
milllon dollars had been distributed during
the last year and that it was diMoult In
emergency ciases to announce just how the
money was to be used.

The ovening sesslon was opened at §:30
and continued until past midnight, with the
two factions still absent.
